Two and a half months after the Commission filed its Report Hoover wrote RanldLn 
asking permission to lend a copy "to that Agency solely for training purposes." He 
added, "the showing of the film would be restricted to Agency personnel," 

Rankin's secretary's note indicates he arranged this for them with LIFE. 

I did not resist temptation in the footnote about "solely for training pur- 
poses." I asked, "To train assassins? Or teach them how not to get caught?" 

whatever the CIA did with the film, they did nit restrict it to Agency 
personnel ana the training given local police went much farthur than your column or 
any other sources have indicated. 

The film - and individual slides - wetfe used in training local .police. If you 
are interested you'll have to find one who took the training. You can't use me as a 
source if you have to use one because I gave my word to one who took She training in 
a complex arrangement that, if it interests you. I’ll tell you when we are together.

If you look into this and learn anything I'd like to know why either Agency 
personnel or local police needed to study this film for "training purposes."
